1 . We are two of the co-inventors of, and have each read and understand, U.S. Patent 
No. 6,248,722 entitled MEDICAMENT COMPRISING HGF GENE (hereinafter the '722 
patent), which issued June 19, 2001. 



2. We are named co-inventors of, and have each read and understand, U.S. Patent 
Application No. 09/869,475 (hereinafter the c 475 application) entitled GENE THERAPY FOR 
DIABETIC ISCHEMIC DISEASE. Claims 9, 1 1, 12, 14, 23-26, 28-34, and 36-42 were rejected 
illegedly being anticipated (under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e)) by the teachings of the '722 patent.
